N iagara Falls, Ont., May 25,— In th? 
hope of seeing a provisional govern­ 
m en t th a t th e United S ta te s can rec­ 
ognize established in Mexico City be 
fore th e C onstitutionalists can seize 
control th e Pan-A m erican m ediators 
are preparing for the crisis in their 
deliberations, which is expected this 
week. 
A fter playing a t foils for tw o or 
th ree days. it has become evident that 
the hour for serious business has ar­ 
rived. 
The Mexican delegates th em ­ 
selves felt this the m ore keenly as 
th e C onstitutionalists continued their 
victorious m arch tow ard th e capital. 
Should th e H uerta go vernm ent col 
lapse as th e C onstitutionalist arm y 
approaches It is realized th a t a condi­ 
tion of chao s and anarchy would r e 
suit. 
T he m ediators are w orking rapidly 
in the hope of seeing a new provision-' 
a1 g ov ern m ent established which may 
be given prom pt recognition and sup­ 
port by th e U nited States. 
T he Mexican delegates believe that 
a go vernm ent set up by th e C onstitu­ 
tionalists can no t fast long if unrecog­ 
nized by the United S tates and world 
powers. 
T hey declare th a t a new 
revolution would be inevitable. 


Rely Upon United States. 


It is in the hope of averting such a 
contingency th a t they are relying up­ 
on the U nited S tates to enforce a 
strict em bargo on th e exportation of 
a rm s to all factions In Mexico. 
Should C arran za still be in the field 
when an ag reem en t Is reached here 
It is the opinion of the m ediators th a t 
th e influence of the United S tates may 
be relied upon to bring th e C onsti­ 
tu tio nalists to term s. 
T he m ediators a re understood to 
expect th a t even if the Constitution-' 
alistH do reach Mexico City before an 
ag ree m en t is reached the A m erican 
go vern m ent will not recognize them 
until principles for the pacification of 
th e country a re agreed upon. 
T he Mexican delegates do not be­ 
lieve th at the C onstitutionalists ta n 
reach the capital in less th an 
tw ’O 
m onths as the re trea tin g federal arm y 
is tearing up th e railw ays as It re ­ 
tre a ts and gathering stren g th in th e 
m ore thickly populated sections north 
of Mexico City. 
T he m ediators consider th a t the in ­ 
tern al 
and 
international 
phases of 
the Mexican problem are Inseparable.

March .‘ii and found in an 
abandoned house n e a r Columbia, 111., 
declared here he know s the persons 
responsible for his detention. 
He is 
on his way to Danville, 111., w here th e 
grand ju ry of Vermillion county, now 
in session, will turn aside im m ediate­ 
ly from all o th er m a tters to take up 
th e investigation of his kidnapping. 
H e said a big red autom obile owned 
in Danville was used in abducting him. 
He declared he was slugged and c a r­ 
ried, half conscious, from one hiding 
place to an o th er for fifty days. 
He 
said he knows the ow ner of the car. 
W hen he was not being transported 
in the m achine, P atm o n t said, he was 
kept in dark cellars, gagged and his 
hands hound to a bar of wood u nder 
his knees. 
The abandoned building in 
which he was found bore evidence of 
th e intention of his cap tors to burn 
th e house and incinerate th e m inis­ 
ter, the plans for which P atm o n t says 
he heard his captors discuss. 
W ith a tw o-m onths’ grow th of beard, 
half starved and alm ost black with 
dirt P atm ont was brought to St. Louis 
by Rev. John L. B randt, pastor of the 
F irst C hristian church of St. Ixmis, 
who m ade a flying trip to and from 
Columbia by autom obile as soon as 
he 
heard 
that 
P atm o n t had 
been 
found. 
A fter a bath and a real meal, 
the first he had tasted in two m onths, 
P atm o nt told his story. 
P atm o n t was identified positively by 
Rev. Mr. Brandt, who has known him 
for years. 
Before being brought to 
St. Louis he was identified fu rth er by 
half a dozen residents of Vermillion 
county, am ong them Rev. J. F. Bickel, 
pastor of the First C hristian church, 
Danville, 111.

SENATOR BRADLEY IS DEAD 


Fall Aggravated Long Illness of Ken­ 


tucky Lawmaker. 


W ashington, 
May 25.— W illiam 
O. 
Bradley, United S tates sen ato r from 
K entucky, died here after a lingering 
illness aggravated by a fall. 
S en ato r Bradley 
was one of the 
m ost distinguished R epublican lead­ 
ers of K entucky in his generation. An 
o rato r of unusual ability, for forty 
years he has been p rom inen t before 
th e people of his sta te and th e nation. 
Born in 1847 he was only fourteen 
years old when the Civil w ar broke 
out. Twice he ra n aw ay from hom e to 
join the Union arm y, only to be taken 
from the ranks by his fath er because 
of his ex trem e youth. 
As a page of 
th e lower house of the K entucky leg­ 
islature he attracted such atten tio n 
th at at th-e age of eighteen a special 
act was passed by the legislature en ­ 
abling him to practice law. 
He m ade 
th e law his profession through life.
